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On this day, Frid. y tie 1léth of J aber 1945 there appeared before me 
Mr, A...

In the night of 12/13 Jonuary 1942 I was at Tond-no together with somo 
othor military men, anong othors itr, vin dur Meulen, manager of thos wiroless 
plant at that place wd 1a. Spruyt, technicizn in the P.1,7., in 2 house 
waiting for the motorcar that was sont to fetch us and to bring us back to 
our unit, from which we were cut off. At about 5 o'clock in tho morning 
the japs mrched inte the town mentioned ahove and . short time afterwards 
& japansse patrol cime xrlong and binged 2t the windows of thy houses in our 
neighbourhood to ascortyin if there wers wy solaiers in tha houses, This 
happened also at the house where we were staying, upon which I immediately 
went out ind report.d ourselves to the comminder of the prtrol. Observing 
the badge of the town -u.srd on my uniform and aftor my oxplanitions ho 
ordsred us to stay ‘iicre wo wore and to koop cuict, saying that most likoly 
we would be ordered to guard the town, For two days I stayed in this house; 
in the afternoon of the third day all of 1+ suid the house was surrounded 
and searched, After thet we vero hendcuffed, kickad and beaten, and 
ordered to tako off our scoes, whersuc on we \rer3 marched off in a dowmpour 
to the military post xt Tondano which we reached by way of several subordi- 
nite stxtions-where we wore vico raltreated every time-and where we found 
allready assembled 10 or 15 collenguus, including some officers, also hand- 
cuffed the sane as wo, From here wo | re pent by truck, still handeut'fed, 
to Langoan, the pl->: where the headsu.rters for the whole Minchassa were 
established, Aftes ovr arrive] at these headeuurters wo had to wait for 
sever: 1 hours, sti’). handcuffed ad sopping wet, before we wore tried at 
inst st & o'clock in thu evening by some officers, An official report of 
this trial was drawn .. My purse, containing an nount of severe] thousand 
guilders, which hed been left no by former sourciies wis confiscated on this 
ocersion and a note mide of this confiscation in ths officinl report. Aftor 
this our handcuffs were taken off ad for the night we were housed in a 
little native house. Next morning we wore trensported to Nenad>, where 
they locked us up in the prison for rativ.s on trial. We found in this 
prison assembled about 10¢ Euro ean sid 400 to 500 uative prisoners of war, 
Cencvrning the bedding: with 12 to 16 persons we were lockad in cells with 
®% normal capacity of 6 perconsg neither mts nor clothing wore issued. 

- Food: ths first fu duys some shipis biscuits, rfter that three times a day 
yng ball consisting of dry-boil:’ rice-nrturally no utensils for eating were 
issuod=1nd next we had io cook ‘ scives for which purpose we received 
every day s hondfull of bleck-Surncd rics, hviling from + burnt go-down, 
it the samo time "kankoong" stalks were iseucd xs vegetables, but as a rule 
those had lain somevhers for severrl days alrcady. 

Hygienic conditions. ws had to fetch cur witer from 2 well sitwited botwoen 
the lavotories and in consequence sericusly polluted, because the nunber of 
lavatories was quits insufficient and so they overflowed. 
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Trontment? Maltrontments at the hands of the jap guards wors the urdsr wf 
,taz day. spocinlly 1 certain YuiDa, governor of the prison, wis a con- 
»tinusus offender, using for this purpose 1 leather whip, tho end of which 

» was mido hasvisr with a ball of lead, 

' Wodierl tructmunts nm. There wore somo physicians mong us, but thoy had 
ne medicinus .t 211, although thore wero »ab-ut 60 t. 80 milnria pationts 
wing us. Further there were two severe casus of dysontery. Both pativsnts 
ropularly dirtied thenselvas, being too weak t. gu to the lavatories, so we 
had to carry thom there. Dr. Burstl.zp several times »pproached the gover- 
nor by the mouth of the interpreter with an urgent request to dispense medi- 
eines without any result. Next he wrote several opan letters to the same 
utherit;. Thess letters wore hinded t= the guird and imiedintoly torm up. 
at lost suo jap officers cnme to look ver tho prison, one of whom Dr, 
Burstlap identified by his distinctives *s 1. modical officer, Drs Borstlap 
ju.uped out .f his cull snd butt nh-iiud this jap medics] officer, ¢alling his 
attentiin t. the two dysentery cisus, By ordur of this jap officer the two 
dysuntory casos wore isolated snd Dr. Burstlap t.ld cff as nursing ordorly; 
which moant thet he had to d. the dirty washing and anpty ths bedpans,,. ba- 
cnuse nv medicinss were given to him, The treaticnt was reserved to-ths 
jap duct) r, Firstly beth pationts did nut get any food xt 711 for some 
anys, then during the noxt dys 1 little ricowater and ct last seme injéc= 
tions, Yet beth prtionts recovered, At the sanz tine Dr. Borstlap tried 
to got some quinine fer thy nunerwus nalarix patients but in vain. Very 
often it happened that one :f this prtionts cluld not roench the lavatcery on 
secuunt of weakness, with the result thet 211 iaslaria paticnts had to parade 
to recgive 2 svound thrashing, Often inaltreatment happened as a result of 
our misunderstanding japsnese urders,

coll 18 persons locked up, mostly native soldiors, but »t luast one Indo- 

Marope nn. J know th:t two of them wore punished for an attonpt to eserps; 

they were soveroly naltrerted, to wit bound togother back tv back thoy were 

placed in the sunshine every day till the evening whuen thoy were returned 

ts their esll, is . rule thay ec llapsed from oxhaustion and were put on 

their lugs ..in by moons -f kicking and thrashing. For 6 cr 7 days tho 18 

fuun in this cvll g.t nu food xt all; ofter tht fur +: fortnight daily one 

mug of woter ind overy other day one ball of dry-boiled rice. At tho ond 

of this period they ware executed, Some drys befors prisoners of wir wore

During }areh 1942 Capt, Kroun together with two native soldiers and fivo 

Eurupern N.C.0.'s was caught, Up ty thet moment this officer had succveded 

tu stuy it large with his foxithful band and to conduct » guerilla warfire 
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against the japs., Capt, Kroon and the two native soldiers wore housed in 
the prison with us; the five N.C.O.'s, mong whom Cosijn, were oxecutod 
according to him, This wrs vUso0 officixlly communicated to us by the jap 

On april 15 wo-durcpeans=vers evecuntad to the POW camp at Mik»ssor excsptir. 
de W1ff, siaployed by V & W, commander of tho destruction unit, br, do J Ng, 
official in the Sea fishery, Mr. Lubbers and major Schimaiclor, Thao last. 
nawed tw. persons arrived “t a later date in our camp at linkassar xnd told 
us that the first nued two were exceuted .ftcr our departure,
